“To a_ people 
famishing and 
idle, the only 
acceptable 
fa form in which 
ae God can dare 
appear is work 
and the prom- 
ise of food and 
wages.” 
The saying is 
one of Gandhi's 
—and no man has ever believed 
more strongly in the existence of 
God than he. 


The same thing might be said 
of Democracy today. 


That is why there is a four- 
year race about to begin in 
India—a_ race so filled with 
meaning to all of the free world. 
And that is why Nehru is so 
vital a figure. His India may not 
be all we wish it to be, but if he 
succeeds in the four years ahead, 
it will not be Communist or 
totalitarian. The odds against him 
are as vast as the towering 
Himalayas which form the north- 
ern boundary of India. 

The cattle population of this 
country is an example of just one 
of the problems. There are an 
estimated 185,000,000 head of 


cattle in India—as against about | 


65,000,000 in the United States. 
This includes cows and water 
buffalos. There are two great 
ironic facts connected with these 
figures. One is that the cows 
give very small amounts of milk. 
Disease -is widespread — Rinder- 
pest, Bangs and TB. The Indian 
cow produces an average of about 
three quarts per day, about what 
a good milk goat gives in a Swiss 
or American dairy. The Indian 
buffalo gives about a gallon and 
the milk is richer in butterfat— 
being a satisfactory six and seven 
per cent. But, it is still low. 


Irony 


The further, and greater irony 
is, that Hindus don’t eat beef. 
The few thousand exceptions 
don’t matter, since most of these 
eat meat only if away from home 
on occasional visits to cities. A 
good half of the population doesn’t 
drink milk, because it comes from 
an animal. They won’t eat cheese, 
because to curdle it, rennet is 
used—and this, too, comes from 
the stomach of animals. They are 
very strict vegetarians, refusing 
even eggs because they contain 
“life.” 

So, a nation with an over- 
powering cattle population, which 
grazes down its grass and shrubs, 
making it necessary to use dried 
cow dung as fuel in the villages; 
which doesn’t eat beef or cheese, 
or drink much milk, supports one 
fourth of all the world’s cattle 
population. From the buffalo he 
obtains toil and some milk. From 
the cow little milk and no toil. 


Yet the cow, and the Brahman 
bull, are sacred,

The State department announced 
the actions in a brief statement 
by Secretary of State Acheson, 
who charged that the Budapest 
regime had “ignored. the basic 


rules of long-established interna- 
tional conduct” throughout the 
incident and hinted that further 
steps might fellow talks with the 
four fliers. 


MAXIMUM RETALIATION 

For the present, however, offi- 
cilals here believe that the United 
States has taken the maximum 
retaliation possible under existing 
conditions. They indicated, at the 
same time, that efforts would now 
be pressed for the return of the 
C-47 transport plane forced down 
by Russian aircraft over Hun- 
garian territory Nov. 19. 

The ban on travel by U. S. 
citizens in Hungary and the clos- 
ing of the two consulates brings 
the diplomatic war between the 
U. S. government and the Soviet 
satellite once again to the status 
of strain and hostility that pre- 
vailed when Robert A. Vogeler, 
an American businessman, was 
imprisoned by the same regime. 

Both restrictions were lifted, 
however, when Vogeler, impris- 
oned during 17 months of negoti- 
ation, was released on April 28, 
1951. Still in effect is the rela- 
tively minor limitation on travel 
by Hungarian diplomats here, 
which holds such travel to within 
18 miles of the White House as a 
response to similar restrictions on 
U. S. officials in Budapest. 


“CURRENT OF INDIGNATION” 


Secretary Acheson expressed the 
“current of indignation” felt by 
the American people and ex- 
plained that the United States paid 
the “so-called fines” because “we 
value the welfare of the individual 
above all else.” 

“But we have not paid willing- 
ly, he continued, and we state 
clearly, in order that there may be 
no misunderstanding of our atti- 
tude in the future, that our pa- 
tience is not inexhaustible. 

“In this whole performance, 
the Budapest regime has ignored 
the basic rules of long-established 
international conduct.”

Israel Alert

Israeli blood pressure has been 
raised in recent days by reports 
of possible impentiing political and 
military changes along the state’s 
frontiers—by the transfer of Brit- 
ish garrisons from the Suez Canal 
zone to the Gaza strip and by a 
merger of Jordan and Iraq. 
Foreign Minister Moshe Sharrett 
assured journalists Thursday that 
he was unaware of any official 
discussions between the British 
and Egyptians about the Gaza 
strip. But concern is felt in re- 
sponsible Israeli circles. If any 


official plans toward moving the 
British to the Gaza strip should 
develop, they undoubtedly would 
be opposed by the Israelis for 
these reasons: 

Firstly, that Egypt has no right 
under the armistice agreement 
with Israel] to alter the status of 
the Gaza strip; secondly, that 
Britain, having abandoned the 
Palestine mandate, has no right in 
this manner to return by the back 
door; thirdly, quite simply that 
Israel, which already has the 
British-financed Arab Legion on 
her eastern frontier, does not rel- 
ish the idea of having British mil- 
itary forces on her southern 
frontier. 

It is the Israeli view that the 
Ysraeli army would have occupied 
the Gaza strip during the war with 
the Arabs in 1948 had it not been 
for the intervention of the United 
Nations and Israel’s respect for 
United Nations decisions, 

While reporting at his press 
conference that the project to 
merge the Hashemite kingdoms of 
Jordan and Iraq had been shelved 
for the ti:.e being in Amman, 
Sharrett added: “If the identity of 
our neighbors is changed it is 
something for us to he alert about 
and to draw conclusions about,” 
He was alluding to the fact that 
Israel has no arm agreement 
with Iraq, although she has with 
all the other Arab countries en- 
gaged in the 1948 fighting. A 
merger of Iraq and Jordan would 
bring into the Old City of Jeru- 
salem and to Israef’s borders a 
power still officially at war with 
Israel. 

In informed Israeli circles it is 
felt that the Jordanian regime 
under the weak rule of King Talal 
is unstable and that changes in the 
status quo are inevitable sooner 
or later.

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Harold Stassen Can Bargain Now 


Perennial presidential candidate Harold 
Stassen has again thrown his hat into the 
ring. It came as no particular surprise. The 
fact that the president of the University of 
Pennsylvania has unquenchable political am- 
bitions has been known for a good many 
vears, and everything has indicated he would 
again be a candidate for something. 

His announcement should not be inter- 
preted as an indication that General Eisen- 
hower will not be a candidate. Stassen prob- 
ably knows no more of Eisenhower’s real in- 
tentions than any of the rest of us. 

His announcement does mean, however, 
that Stassen has no desire to be left at the 
post when the 1952 Republican political 
plums are passed out. Taft and Warren are 
avowed candidates for the nomination. They 
are conducting active drives to drum up 
convention support. It follows that the two 
could drum -up enough support to insure 
themselves the No. 1 and No, 2 spots on the 
Republican ticket before too many weeks— 
leaving Stassen an also-ran unless he gets 
busy now. 

In view of the active campaigning of Taft 
and Warren, Stassen could not afford to wait 
for the general to make known his inten- 
tions. Should he intend to support Eisen- 
hower, as he has previously indicated, his 
announcement could serve the purpose of 
preventing some campaign strength from 
falling into the Taft or Warren camp before 
the general can enter the race.

Order Must Be Restored 
At Buford Prison 


Further developments at the Buford 
prison indicate that the incorrigibles there 
deliberately have engineered a plot to break 
up the camp. 

The sit-down strike staged by prisoners 
not involved in the heel slashing has done 
nothing to help their cause. 

The report of the investigator for the 
State Board of Corrections is that the men 
had no complaint save denial of visitation, 
magazine and radio privileges. 


The Constitution cannot vouch for this 
report because its representatives have twice 
been refused admission to the prison and ac- 
cess to the mutinous inmates. 


Correction board officials said Friday that 
they were hurt because The Constitution said 
editorially we resented the refusal to allow 
newsmen access to the prisoners. Our posi- 
‘tion was in no sense intended to infer that 
we are taking the side of the rebels at Buford. 

On the contrary, we are not. We know 
the record of these men. We know that ad- 
ministration of the prison is the most diffi- 
cult job which the corrections board has. 


We still insist that the public has a right 
to a full report on what goes on inside a pub- 
lic institution. We feel that we should be 
allowed to make that report, a privilege 
which the corrections board has previously 
extended. 

The Senate committee appointed to inspect 
our penal institutions may conduct its own 
investigation. The committee should not 
delay. 

Certainly, a close look af Buford prison 
is needed if for no other reason than to help 
the corrections board to put the place in order 
and to avoid needless unfavorable publicity. 


The attempt of the gang there to destroy 
the prison must not be allowed to succeed. 
As long as we have incorrigibles like those 
fellows are, we must have a place to-keep 
them, a place apart from decent people and 
from other prisoners who are trying to re- 
habilitate themselves. 


An Expert Appointed 
To an Expert’s Job 


Selection of George F. Kennan, tough 
career diplomat, to be the new United States 
ambassador ‘to Russia makes sense. Soviet 
acceptance of him is an indication that the 
Kremlin is willing to explore furthcr possi- 
bilities for easing the tensions between the 
East and West. 

Kennan is recognized as the outstanding 
State department expert on Russia. Often 
at variance with our policy toward the Soviet 
during the war years and immediately there- 
after, his views were those which finally pre- 
vailed when the United States adopted its 
“eontainment” policy toward communism. 

He has made a life study of Russia and 
understands as few persons do her real aims 
and intentions. He is a realist, the architect 
of our present successful battle against Com- 
munist expansion. 

This is the first time that such a man has 
been named to this Soviet post. Instead of 
selecting an expert in the field, we have sent 
a succession of businessmen, generals, and 
laymen to handle our most difficult foreign 
assignment. 

United States appointment of Mr. Kennan 
and Soviet acceptance of him represents a 
recognition on both sides that our relations 
must be guided by experts, not amateurs.

In any event, Stassen is placing himself in 
a position of being able to take advantage of 
any convention deadlock and of being “avail- 
able” for the vice presidential nomination.

Stassen’s announcement has created much 
speculation. We should remember, however, 
that he has everything to gain and little to 
lose by declaring himself. 

Looking at it from any angle, not since 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has the American po- 
litical scene been overshadowed by one indi- 
vidual so completély as appears to be the 
case with Eisenhower—a general about whose 
intentions the nation knows nothing.

The helicopter has come of age. In Korea 
the military uses found for the whirly-bird 
are multiple. At home the civilian possi- 
bilities are being developed rapidly. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board has author- 
ized helicopter passenger, mail and express 
service for metro- 
politan New York. 
First phase of the 
service, from air- 
ports to downtown 
Manhattan and sub- 
urban communities, 
will be mail and ex- 
press. 

Chicago and Los 
Angeles have similar 
programs. Miami has definite plans for heli- 
copters to speed delivery of air mail. The 
Miami postmaster has made application to 
Washington for approval of the service with- 
in the next two or three years. Flat-top 
post office buildings are under construction 
there to provide perches for the ’copters 
when they come in. 

Atlanta should get into the swing. Air 
mail by jet plane is not too far distant. When 
it comes, the time from Washington, D. C., 
to the Municipal Airport will not exceed 
by long the time it takes to carry the mail 
from Hapeville into the city. 

A helicopter hop over crowded streets 
to post office rooftop would do the trick. 
Let’s start now getting ready for the airlift.

South Is Leader 
In Hospital Funds 


Despite the fact a Louisiana project is named 
“Confederate Memorial Medical Center,” the fed- 


eral government 


in the past four years has 


poured hearty $200,000,000 into the Southland as its contribution to 
hospital construction under the national Hill-Burton program. This 


amount represents approximately 40 per cent of all the hospital 


construction funds made available by the United States govern- 
ment, Putting it in another manner, we may say that one-fourth 
of the states have received almost one-half of the money, 


A previous article has pointed 
out that Georgia is one of the 
leaders in hospital and health 
center construction under the 


co-operative federal-state-local - 


program. The latest national 
analysis — Oct. 31, 1951—dis- 


closes this state is ranked fourth 
in a listing of the number of 
projects completed, underway, 
or approved for construction. 


The first three states are 
South Carolina, Texas, and 
North Carolina. A _ ranking 
based on the total amount of 
money invested in the con- 
struction program places 
Georgia in 12th place. This 
difference in position is due 
to the fact that the hospital 
and health center program is 
more widely dispersed in 
Georgia—due to the need in 
rural areas—than it is in 
many other states. 


Because the Southern states 
have sorely needed additional 
hospital facilities, most of the 
U. S. money coming South has 
been used to establish new 
plants, whereas in the East and 
in other sections of the nation 
the emphasis has been on en- 
larging or remodeling existing 
facilities. 

A comparison of the types of 
construction in Georgia and 
New York will make this point 
quite clear. New York, with a 
total of 64 projects, is building 
only 15 new facilities; Georgia, 
with 96 projects, is constructing 
81 new plants. 

With the growing shift south- 
ward of industry it is most im- 
portant that the states keep pace 
in areas of service to the people. 
This is being done. More high- 
ways and schools are being built, 
in addition to the enlargement 
of health facilities. 


Federal participation has been 
a large factor in both the high- 
ways and hospital programs. 
Nevertheless, the effort put forth 
by the Southern states them- 
selves has been considerable. 


As stated-at the outset, the 
U. S. government has put near- 
ly $200,000,000 into hospital and 
health center construction in the 
12 Dixie states. (The exact fig- 
ure is $189,485,000.) At the same 


time, state and local govern- 
ments and citizens of the South 
have put up a whopping $259,- 
113,000 for the Hill-Burton pro- 
gram. This indicates 
a steady “home-grown” pull on 


the Southern bootstrap. 

The great help to the South 
from Washington must be recog- 
nized. True enough, the~ Dixie 
states have sent billions to the 
national capital in the form of 
ever-growing federal taxes, but 
at the same time it is true that in 
the instance of the hospital pro- 
gram a far greater proportion of 
national funds has come South 
than has gone to other sections 
of the nation. 

While relations between the 
national Democratic party and 
its Southern branch evidently 
have worsened in the past few 
years, it is quite evident that fi- 
nancial co-operation between 
the South and the. Democratic 
administration is getting along 
handsomely. 

The “Confederate Memorial 
Medical OCenter’’—partly §fi- 
nanced by Federal funds—is 
ample evidence.

Europe Breathes 


More Easily 


WASHINGTON—There has been during the 
past year a change in the whole atmosphere in 


gurope. 


This change, deep but difficult to de- 


tine ooentenles is one of the most lasting impressions left by this 


reporter’s recent trip abroad. 


The difference is essentially this. 


A year ago, most European leaders believed that Soviet military 


aggression in Europe might very well be imminent. 


longer believe so. 
To.a considerable extent, this 


change is a matter more of in- 
stinct than of hard evidence. 
Last week, Winston Churchill 
warned that war might come, 


but. added, “I do not think it 
will come.” Some time pre- 
viously, in a talk with an inti- 
mate, Churchill drew the paral- 
lel between the world situation 
today and the situation after 
Hitler had come to power. He 
pointed out the obvious simi- 
larities, and said that from the 
moment Hitler came to power 
he had “felt in his bones” that 
war was coming. But, he said, 
he did not “feel it in his bones” 
now. 


The change in atmosphere 
is not entirely, of course, a 
matter of the feeling in the 
bones of European leaders 
like Churchill. For one thing, 
for reasons already reported 
in this space, the Soviets can- 
not now launch a surprise at- 
tack in Europe. To make 
ready an assault on the 
strengthened forces under 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
would require at least two 
months of preparation. And 
there are no signs that these 
preparations are being made. 


Military intelligence reports 
no slackening of the great So- 
viet rearmament effort which 
has been going on since the war. 
Yet the reported Soviet military 
dispositions at least look defen- 
sive in nature, which was not 
the case a year ago. Moreover, 
a subtle change in recent So- 
viet propaganda and pronounce- 
ments points in the same direc- 
tion. 

The tone of the October revo- 
lution speeches this year, for 
example, was far more defen- 
sive than at any time since the

war, full of reminders of the 
fate which has overtaken in- 
vaders of Russia. The remind- 
ers were hardly necessary, in 
view of the immense Soviet 
manpower superiority. But 
these and other pronounce- 
ments do suggest that the men 
in the Kremlin are beginning 
genuinely to respect the power 
of the West. 

Finally, of course, there {1s 
Korea, and the simple fact that 
the failure of the aggression in 
Korea is not likely to encourage 
the Kremlin to attempt aggres- 
sion elsewhere. For al] these 
reasons, the fear of a Soviet 
preventive attack, designed to 
nip Western rearmament in the 
bud, is very much less alive to- 
day than it was a year ago.

A Middle Lift 
May Be Your 
Figure Need

How to slim off five pounds 
in five seconds, acquire a touch 
of glamour and wow the stag 
line ... that’s what you want 
at this holiday season, isn’t it 
girls? 

Step up to the mirror and get 
your bearings ... you can have 
slimmer hips, a neater waist, 
an elegant posture and all that 
will give a touch of glamour. 
It’s done with a last-minute lift. 


For a streamlined effect, the 
lift must be properly centered. 
The tendency will be to lift the 
chest, but that makes for rigid- 
ity, and elevates the shoulders. 
Square your shoulders but keep 
them down and beautifully re- 
laxed., 


So let’s start over... the lift 
must be through the middle of 
the figure, and the action taken 
with the middle muscles. These 
muscles have two actions, they 
pull up, and they pull in. So, 
pull up-and-in firmly with the 
bracing front muscles, and con- 
tract with the big hip muscles 
pulling down and under. This 
gives a feeling of snug control 
through the middle of the fig- 
ure and “lifts” the weight. The 
chest is automatically raised to 
a normal high position, but it’s 
the middle muscles that do the 
uplifting. 

Putting the pull in the right 
place takes the stiffness out of 
posture, and streamlines the fig- 
ure. Turn sideways to the mir- 
ror and see. The slim up-pull, 
co-ordinated with the down and 
under pull aligns the figure per- 
fectly. Hips slim down, the 
waist slims up! 


For the finishing touch... 
how’s that bump of self-esteem 
at the very top of your head? 
The crown of your head should 
be held high. A proud head 
carriage reflects confidence, and 
confidence is the backbone of 
glamour .. . it truly is.

If the Bread Goes Stale, 
Let “Em Eat Croutons 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
By the time the end of the holidays roll around it is time to 
take a look at the bread box. Either you have been eaten out of 
every crust or there are all sorts of odds and ends of rolls, trim- 
mings from party sandwiches, unused portions of various loaves 
opened to suit someone’s special taste. What are you going to do 
with all of it? Certainly bread shouldn’t be wasted these days. 


Bread crumbs, croutons, and 
toast sticks have many uses. 
Why not make some, put them 
in jars, and have them ready 
for future use? To make dry 
bread crumbs, put the bread 
through a food chopper, using 
the fine blade. Tie a paper 
sack on the blade end of the 
grinder so the crumbs will drop 


into it as they are ground. If 
very fine crumbs are desired, 
sift them. Store in tightly cov- 
ered container. 


CROUTONS CAN BE MORE 
than just toasted bread cubes. 
They can carry a flavor all their 
own to add to soups and salads. 
Garlic croutons, a necessity for 
Caesar salad, are just as good 
with cream soups. 


GARLIC CROUTONS 

2 cups toasted bread cubes 

1 clove garlic, mashed 

14 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons oil or butter 

Arrange bread cubes on a 
cookie sheet. Place under broil- 
er or in slow oven and toast 
until golden brown on all sides. 
Turn occasionally. Heat mashed 
garlic and salt in oil for a few 
minutes. Add bread cubes and 
stir to coat them well. Store in 
a closed glass jar. 


CHEESE CROUTONS 

These are wonderful with al- 
most any soup but especially 
with French onion. Use the 
cheese you prefer. Melt two 
tablespoons butter in skillet; add 
two cups toasted bread cubes 
and stir until coated. Sprinkle 
with four tablespoons grated 
cheese and stir again. 


HERB CROUTONS 

Saute two cups toasted bread 
cubes in two tablespoons melted 
butter. Sprinkle with one-half 
teaspoon mixed dried herbs and 
one-fourth teaspoon celery salt. 
Also a dash of onion or garlic 
Salt. These are good in tomato 
soup.

Combine % cup sugar with % 
teaspoon cinnamon. Brush both 
sides of bread slices with melt- 
ed butter, then cut them into 
strips. Roll strips in cinnamon 
sugar. Toast on a cooky sheet 
in a moderate oven for about 
20 minutes,
